w y rei ft Jui.t received a copy of the $[inneapolis Star story of 2/l2 f saying that ycu 
havr; recommended the destruction of espionage files improperly collected and in collabora- 
tion with military intelligence. While this in mot my purpose in writing you f I suggest 
that should your campus police destroy every copy of every such tile in their possession, 
that will be a meaningless gesture. If you have any familiarity with suck operations, by 
now you know that the essence of those files is contained in every government intelligence 
file, if not that of credit-bureau investigators, too, ana that for the rest of their 
lives the innocent will suffer for it. 

Whether or not with the involvement of your campus police, X was the subject of 
this lrinn of intrusion into my rights while I was who gue©t of your University in 1967# 
most inappropriately for a speaker whose topic was "Tha Integrity ol Our Society^and 
whose speech dealt with and documented such intrusions. I wan the guast q± the tudent 
Union. L think th^ faculty representative pros^nt will recall sojuu oi this incident, for 
tapc~rt corder-cquip t *id agents w^ro spotted in tho audienoo. A tape was made of my 
speeon ana it includes references to these men, 

1 apparently was shadowed, too, for this also was observed and oan today be 
confirmed to you, in some detail. 

tfuoh as I resent this feeble intimidation of a speaker, the interference with 
the rights of a writer, and the transgression against any concept of academic froudort, 

* have an ad<ied complaint. When I left Hinneapolis, on a piano that originated there, 
and was mot by a member of the faculty under whose auspio ;b I went to Kansas City, 
and with Kansas City that plane's first stop, I had no luggage. I insisted that the piano 
be h&ld for search and this was done. Several days later that lavage turned up, Eomovhat 
nysterlouoiy, in a city to which that plane didn't go and in the possession of anothor 
airline. I watched it go down the Braniff chute in M^iueapolis. 

The net result is tint every paper, even s^ch t h ings as papers of matches, was 
missing, 1 carried books in on*; of tho pouches of my Val— a-Pak, but removed them be! ore 

ng it because o. the weight, ^his wasn't done and that bag was ruined, the h.ja ( ile 
being torn out. Aside fl*o i the poor condition of my clothes when I finally got them, 
on that trip I sustained this added damage i a brand new, $100 casotto tap.; recorder was 
ruined and a brand new portable typewriter was rendered inoperative with such professional 
ojcili that while the case remained without a soratch, ovary part of tho frame was broken 
and other minor tilings, like the ribbon transport, won. so deformed that I had to j Jik 
it. The uoaler from whom I had just bought it said it wasn't worth fixing. 
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Braniff could not have been Dioro considerate and helpful, more eab rrasued, or 
more completely without explanation of how this oould have happened through normal 
error or carelessness* To the degreo regulations permitted, they tiled to make up my 
loss. After that, it still came to close to 8200.00. 

But need I tell you hpw completely crippled an investigative reporter is when 
he starts to work with neither n typewriter not a tape recorder more than a tliousand 
miles away from his home? Thus you can see still another intrusion into my rights 
and an interference with my ability to work. In context, this was also the theft of 
my First-Amendment rights* 

defers these files are destroyed X would like you to make a thorough inquiry 
provide me with oopies of all existing records of this espionage against me, 
with copies of any pictures that may have been taken (and flashbulbs were pop.xing 
all over the audience), and of any other records that may remain or with any informa- 
tion you may be ahlo to get. 

If I neither suggest nor belisve that the University administration caused or 
wanted suoh things, I also suggest that it is not without responsibility. 

It has been several months since I wrote Army Secretary Resor about this* He lias 
made no response. Nor has the Army's general counsel, I find it difficult to interpret 
this unseemly silence as evidence of innocence*
